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Town soaks in the wettest 
April since records began

WEATHER history has 
been made in Weymouth 
with its wettest ever April 
since rainfall records 
began way back in 1880. 

Properties, gardens and 
roads have been flooded 


as Weymouth received a 
soaking made all the more 
miserable by gloriously 
sunny conditions in 
March. 

Weymouth weatherman 
Bob Poots said: “This has 


been the wettest April 
since records began 132 
years ago in 1880. 

“The town had been bat¬ 
tered by so much rain that 
more than three times the 
usual amount fell during 
the month. 

“The average for April is 
49.4mm but we have just 
had an incredible 
158.1mm or 3.2 times as 
much rainfall as we usu¬ 
ally get. 

“Conditions were so bad 
that between April 23rd- 
25th we had more than a 
month’s rainfall in just 
three days. 


“This year hasn’t just 
broken the record but 
smashed it to pieces be¬ 
cause I recorded 25 per 
cent more rain than the 
previous highest ever 
rainfall figure of 123mm 
in April 2000. 

“The whole country was 
gripped by drought fever 
for the first three months 
of the year when Wey¬ 
mouth had just 40 per cent 
of its usual rainfall. At a 
single stroke April has 
wiped that deficit out.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
events manager Steve 
Davies said: “Clearly the 
rain’s biggest impact has 
been on general toruism 
to the beach and seafront. 

“That has been hardest 
hit, but we are a robust 
town and we will bounce 
back once the weather 
changes.” 

Redlands Community 
Sports Hub has been 
badly hit and duty man¬ 
ager Haydn Cooke said: 
“We have suffered severe 
disruption and the longer 
April went on the worse it 
got. 

“The last week we have 
had blanket closures with 
every pitch shut. It has 
been very, very disruptive 
because it is the end of the 
football season with a 
backlong of fixtures we 
can’t stage.”

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SUE Hennessy is most certainly a woman with 
"Hidden Depths". 

After a varied and interesting career in the pub¬ 
lic and voluntary sectors, on reaching retirement 
she realised a long held ambition to write a book 
about the women of the RNLI. 

The book came as a result of her many years of 
experience working for the RNLI in various 
guises. It is a fascinating account of the many sig¬ 
nificant roles that women have played in the or¬ 
ganisation since its beginnings back in the early 
1800s. 

Sue, who is 62-years-old and lives in the Piddle 
Valley, also has a huge range of other interests 
and she still holds plenty of ambitions. 


■ HAVE you always lived in Dorset? 

No, but I always wanted to live here right from being a 
little girl. I was brought up in Kent but my family had 
friends in Charminster and we would come down for hol¬ 
idays. I first came down here to live in 1971 to be a Ge¬ 
ography teacher in Gillingham. I then taught in 
Shaftesbury for a while before moving up north. I even¬ 
tually came back to Dorset in 1996. 

■ HOW did you get from teaching to working for 
the RNLI? 

After some years as a teacher I went off to do a masters 
degree. I didn’t go back to teaching because I joined the 
voluntary sector working as an Education Advisor for The 
Spastics Society, which is now known as Scope. Then, 
for a while, I had my own business running a delicatessen 
in Merseyside. I then went back to work for Scope as an 
Early Years Development manager, which was working 
to provide services for children aged under five with cere¬ 
bral palsy. I moved to the RNLI as a result of redundancy 
from Scope. 

■ WHAT attracted you to the RNLI job? 

I was very keen to be careful about making my next job 
move, by then I was about 40. I’d learned that I really 
liked working in ‘cause’ related areas; something I be¬ 
lieve in that I can really throw myself into. One morning 
I spotted an advert in the paper for the RNLI and that was 
the magical moment because my great grandfather had 
been an RNLI coxswain. He’d been highly esteemed and 
had even been awarded a medal by Queen Victoria for his 
bravery. 

■ WHAT were your various roles within the RNLI? 

To begin with, I got a post managing volunteers in North 
West England. I spent five years doing that and then I 



moved down to RNLI HQ in Poole working with major 
donors to the RNLI; the individuals who give large sums 
of money. My third job with the RNLI was working as 
the founder principal of the new training college at Poole 
HQ. That’s where volunteer lifeguards, crew members 
and fundraisers go to be trained. I worked with the archi¬ 
tects and the design team in creating the place and then I 
ran it for four years before I retired.

INTERVIEW 


■ WHAT do you think your great grandfather would 
say about what you've done for the RNLI? 

Well, I think we’d have a very interesting conversation. 
He was all about the courage and leadership in a very 
primitive sort of lifeboat, and here I was 100-years later 
managing volunteers, raising money and training the 
crews amidst all the hi-tech wizardry we have these days 
- the contrast is huge. And yet, I just love the fact that 
there’s a continuum between us. 

■ WHEN did the idea for writing a book come 
along? 

That was a long held wish which I wasn’t able to realise 
until after I retired. When I joined RNLI I was bowled 
over by the calibre of the women I was meeting. I looked 
to see if anything had been written about the contribution 
that women had made from the early 1800s and there was 
nothing. So I put it as number one on my retirement list 
of ‘Things To Do’. As soon as I retired I found a publisher 
and researched and wrote the book, which is all about 
documenting the contribution that women in the organi¬ 
sation have made to saving life at sea; from launching 
boats, crewing boats, raising money, supporting the men 
folk and bringing it right up to date by looking at what 
women are now doing in senior management roles. It’s 
called ‘Hidden Depths - Women in the RNLI’. 

■ WHAT else have you been up to since you retired? 

I’m the Girl Guiding District Commissioner for Piddle 
Valley. I’m involved with the Millennium Green Project 
in Piddlehinton as a trustee. I also like to travel a lot and 
recently went trekking in the Himalayas, another big am¬ 
bition, and I also spend a lot of time in my garden. 

■ WHAT three good books have you read recently? 

A wonderful book called ‘The Long Walk’ by Slavomir 
Rawicz, who was captured by the Russians in 1939. He 
was a Polish cavalry officer and sent to Siberia and he es¬ 
caped and walked all the way to India. Next would be 
‘Only Say The Word’, by Niall Williams -1 do have Irish 
heritage and I love the way the Irish lyricism comes 
through in this novel. Next week I’m going to Ireland so 
I’m going to buy another of his books. My easy read is a 
forensic pathology fiction book called ‘Virals’ by Kathy 
Reichs. I find the science of it fascinating and it’s a real 
page turner.

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Olympic security exercise 

A MAJOR Weymouth and Portland Olympic security 
exercise is still going on today (Thursday) involving 
HMS Bulwark and Dorset Police. 

The Royal Navy's newest amphibious assault and 
command and control ship has been stationed ten 
miles off Weymouth to take part in the four-day se¬ 
curity testing event. 

This live exercise on board HMS Bulwark is seeing 
Dorset Police work with the Royal Navy to test secu¬ 
rity arrangements and systems in advance of the 
Games. 

The ship will then return to Weymouth and Portland 
in July for the Games and will be used by Dorset Po¬ 
lice as a command base during the Olympic and Par¬ 
alympic windsurfing and sailing events. 

Assistant Chief Constable Adrian Whiting is leading 
the Games safety and security operation in Dorset 
and said: "This summer will see the ultimate celebra¬ 
tion of sport and we are working with partners to en¬ 
sure a safe and secure Games in Dorset. 

"Our role includes supporting the organisers and 
athletes by ensuring the fields of play on the water 
are safe and secure - an area of approximately 50 
square miles. 

"To do this we will use small watercraft including 
rigid hull inflatable boats and jet skis as well as 
launches crewed by Dorset officers and marine police 
officers from other forces around the country." 

Going to the polls 

VOTERS go to the local election polls today (Thurs¬ 
day) with contests held to decide 12 seats on Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Borough Council. 

Results are not expected to be known until at least 
midnight tonight. 

The authority is a hung council with no one politi¬ 
cal party in overall control. 


Another 100 homes for 
Littlemoor get the nod

A MAJOR Weymouth de¬ 
velopment of 100 new 
homes at Lines Field, Little¬ 
moor, has been granted out¬ 
line planning permission. 

Objectors presented a 
range of concerns to a 
meeting of Weymouth and 
Portland planning commit¬ 
tee but, while councillors 
said those concerns would 
be debated in due course, 
they added that the devel¬ 
opment was still at too 
early a stage for that. 

Instead they concentrated 
debate on whether the prin¬ 
ciple of development was 
sufficient for granting out¬ 
line planning permission 
for the site. 

Richard Burgess for ap¬ 
plicants the Whettham Es¬ 
tate said it was, particularly 
as more than 170 homes 
had been given the go- 
ahead on the nearby Des¬ 
tiny Fields site. 

He said Lines had no eco¬ 
logical value, drainage con¬ 
cerns had been dealt with, 
there was ample green 
space in the scheme, there 


were no highway objec¬ 
tions and there were com¬ 
munity facilities. All they 
wanted, he said, was to be 
treated equally with Des¬ 
tiny Fields. 

Councillor Robbie Dun- 
ster said: “We are talking 
about outline planning per¬ 
mission here. People need 
somewhere to live and we 
need to find them ameni¬ 
ties.” 

Councillor Dominic 
Lonsdale said members 
were not talking about how 
many homes there should 
be on the site but whether 
development could take 
place there. 

Councillor Kevin Hodder 
also stressed matters were 
only at outline stage and 
said that issues such as 
numbers, concerns, size 
and views could all be dealt 
with when developers 
asked for detailed planning 
permission for the scheme. 

Earlier objectors raised 
numerous concerns includ¬ 
ing Littlemoor resident 
Garry James who talked 
about the flood risk to ex¬ 


isting homes that the new 
development would cause, 
highway issues and the 
“dominance” of proposed 
three-storey flat blocks. 

Valerie Bright said the 
design was poor, the layout 
was unacceptable, greater 
focus was needed on site 
archaeology and the impact 
on wildlife including pro¬ 
tected rare bats needed to 
be considered. 

Malcolm Beeson said the 
new development would 


overload schools and doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries and the local 
community wanted Lines 
Field kept outside the de¬ 
velopment boundary. 

He concluded: “Little¬ 
moor is already over-devel¬ 
oped. There is no 
employment here and inad¬ 
equate provision of serv¬ 
ices.” 

The meeting later unani¬ 
mously voted to grant the 
scheme outline planning 
permission. 


House plans refused 

PLANNERS have refused permission for a home to be 
built in the garden of an existing house at Dawlish Cres¬ 
cent, Weymouth. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland planning commit¬ 
tee was told by applicants Chalbury Building Design that 
the new home would fit in with the area whereas objectors 
claimed it would be completely out of character with the 
neighbourhood and would be “overdevelopment” and “an 
invasion of privacy”. 

Councillors refused the scheme.

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Hospital patients praise care 


PATIENTS have praised the care they have received 
at Dorset County Hospital in the latest inpatient sur¬ 
vey. 

The results of the 2011 Adult Inpatient Survey show 
high levels of overall patient satisfaction and continu¬ 
ing improvements in how patients feel they have been 
treated - although some areas still need work. 

Out of a total of 87 questions, the Dorchester hospital 
scored significantly better than average in 22 ques¬ 
tions, and in line with the national average on 72 ques¬ 
tions. 

There were no areas where the hospital’s perform¬ 
ance had worsened significantly since the 2010 patient 
survey. 

The county hospital also performs well when com¬ 
pared with the national results published by the Care 
Quality Commission, the watchdog body for the sec¬ 
tor. 

Areas highlighted for particular praise by patients in¬ 
clude their experiences in the emergency department, 
hospital food and nutrition, privacy and dignity and 
confidence in doctors and nurses. 

Areas where improvements can be made include bet¬ 
ter publicising of the scheme for sending patients 
copies of letters sent to their GPs, and improving the 
explanations of the possible side effects of medication. 

Hospital Chief Executive Jean O’Callaghan said: 
“The results of the patient survey were presented at 
the Trust Board meeting and we were very pleased to 
see high levels of patient satisfaction in the vast ma¬ 
jority of services we provide. 

“We were particularly pleased to see the overall pa¬ 
tient satisfaction scores were high and that we are con¬ 
sistently improving in many areas. 

“However, we are by no means complacent. We 
know there are areas where we can make further im¬ 
provements and we will continue to strive to exceed 
patients’ expectations.” 

The National Adult Inpatient Survey forms part of a 
series of annual surveys required by the Care Quality 
Commission (CQC).

The survey was conducted for DCH by the Picker 
Institute, which completed surveys for 73 acute trusts 
throughout the country. More than 500 DCH patients 
returned their questionnaire, a higher than average re¬ 
sponse rate of 62 per cent. 

Picker correlated 12 questions to analyse patients’ 
overall satisfaction with their hospital experience. 

These results suggest that how nurses and doctors 
interact with patients was a key determinant of overall 
satisfaction with care, and in particular, how co-ordi¬ 
nated their efforts were and whether they treated pa¬ 
tients with dignity and respect. DCH scored well in 
these areas.

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RECEIVERS have been appointed to find 
a buyer for Weymouth’s Tall Ship Pelican, 
currently used for youth training voyages. 

The Pelican is in the hands of joint re¬ 
ceivers Steve Adshead and Greg Palfrey 
from the South Coast office of account¬ 
ancy and investment management group 
Smith & Williamson. 

They have been tasked with securing a 
new owner for the 370-tonne sailing ves¬ 
sel, with offers around £2.45 million. 

A number of private individuals, who 
kept the ocean-going ship afloat with 
funds, are owed nearly £2.5 million, the 
receivers said. 

Pelican is currently used by a sailing ad¬ 
venture charity for youngsters. 

The receivers stressed that the charity, 
Weymouth-based Adventure Under Sail 
Ltd (AUSL), has no formal relationship 
with the owner of the 45-metre long ves¬ 
sel. 

AUSL’s programme of voyages, includ¬ 
ing the 2012 Tall Ships Races in July and 
August and a winter programme in the 
Caribbean, is unaffected while a buyer is 
sought, with bookings being taken as nor¬ 
mal and fundraising underway. 

Mr Adshead said: “Such situations are 
always sad but there is hope. 

“Pelican is a great ship and she has a lot 
going for her because she is a bit different 
from other Tall Ships. 

“She was held in a limited liability part¬ 
nership rather than in a charity. It strove 
to operate the ship with a mixture of com¬ 
mercial use and youth sail training sub¬ 
sidised by charitable bursaries. 


“Despite the ship’s acclaimed success in 
youth sail training it was unable to com¬ 
pete financially with ships at home and 
abroad that are operated as charities. 

“Some of the investors in retirement, un¬ 
derstandably, wish to seek a return of their 
capital. This can only be done with a 
change in the ownership structure and a 
sale of the vessel. 

“Our job now is to pilot Pelican towards 
a new secure future, perhaps with a 
wealthy individual coming forward to buy 
the ship to retain the status quo or to con¬ 
vert into a luxury yacht. 

“Pelican is in fine condition, having re¬ 
cently completed its annual winter sched¬ 
ule of care and maintenance as normal. 

“It must be stressed that it is business as 
usual for AUSL while we go about secur¬ 
ing a new owner.” 

Pelican, which has provided opportuni¬ 
ties to more than 500 young people since 
her maiden voyage in 2007, has 11 sails 
on three masts and berths for 11 perma¬ 
nent and volunteer crew plus 28 crew in 
seven four-berth cabins. 

She was built in Le Havre , France , in 
1946 as a double-beam Arctic fishing 
trawler. 

The vessel was acquired in 1997 by re¬ 
tired Naval Commander Graham Neilson 
as a restoration project for circumnaviga¬ 
tion under sail and was meticulously re¬ 
constructed over 12 years in Portland. 

Expressions of interest should be made 
to Steve Adshead at

Former pub to become care home 


A SCHEME to convert a disused pub on 
Portland into a 16-bed care facility has 
been backed by planners. 

The former Jolly Sailor Inn at Castle¬ 
town had become an eyesore, a meeting 
of Weymouth and Portland planning 
committee was told. 

Members were told that the develop¬ 
ment would improve the site but, while 
they generally liked the scheme, they did 
have concerns about a balcony which 
was felt to be “too large” and which they 
discussed resiting or reducing in size. 

Paul Dean for the applicants said the 


development was not harmful to nearby 
properties while Councillor Ray Ban- 
ham said: “In general I cannot see a lot 
wrong with this development.” 

Councillor Kevin Hodder said it was a 
shame the balcony was not flush with 
the neighbouring property. 

He added: “To me that’s the only thing 
wrong with the scheme. Everything else 
is fine.” 

Members then granted permission for 
the development subject to talks being 
held to ensure the balcony did not proj¬ 
ect too much.

soldiers, half visiting en¬ 
gineers from Cambridge 
and half from the 147 th 
Civil Engineer Squadron 
of the US Air National 
Guard based at Houston, 
Texas. 

They jointly braved tor¬ 
rential rain to take part in 
Exercise Flying Rose to 
excavate a large hole and 
install the toilet in the gar¬ 
den which last year won 
Dorset Wildlife Trust’s 
county award for a 
wildlife friendly garden. 

Flying Rose, which 
forms part of an exchange 
of 42 US personnel with 
42 UK soldiers who are 
going to Savannah, Geor¬ 
gia, was overseen by 
Major “Spence” Spencer 
RE who said: “When we 
take on these tasks we 
look for a community 
project and this was a 
brilliant one at Holy Trin¬ 
ity.” 

His American opposite 
number, Lieutenant 
Colonel Gary Kerr said: 
“We do these training ex¬ 
ercises and, if we can, we 
try to take on a commu¬ 
nity project, so it was nice 
to come here. We get the 
benefit of training and the 
community gets the bene¬ 
fit of our help.” 

Helen said the garden 
was now in fantastic 
shape with a living wil¬ 
low classroom seating 30 
pupils, a pond, raised 
planting beds for each 
class, a memory corner, a 
bird section with hide, a 
small orchard and a 
greenhouse where pupils 
help their Egyptian his¬ 
tory studies by growing 
papyrus which they hope 
will soon enable them to 
make paper. 

She added: “We are ex¬ 
tremely grateful to all the 
engineers because I am 
not sure how we could 
have managed to do this 
by ourselves as it would 
have cost a great deal of 
money. 

“To have it all done as 
part of a military training 
exercise for the engineers 
has been very exciting for 
the children. Soldiers 
coming in to school is al¬ 
ways of great interest to 
them! 

“Our next project will 
be to create a dinosaur 
garden with fossils and a 
timeline for dinosaurs.”

Portland parents learn more 
about proposed academy 


PARENTS from Southwell Commu¬ 
nity Primary School and Royal Manor 
Arts College have been given a 
chance to pose questions about the 
new Isle of Portland Aldridge Com¬ 
munity Academy.

The meetings marked the first op¬ 
portunity since the announcement for 
parents to ask questions about the 
plans for the academy and the transi¬ 
tion from existing schools. 

Royal Manor headteacher Paul 
Green said: “With the announcement 
we wanted to offer all our parents the 
chance to ask questions of the team 
behind the academy development as 
soon as possible. We were delighted 
that, even at quite short notice, over 
50 parents attended the session and 
contributed greatly to our planning. 

“Questions ranged over issues such 
as transport, uniform, curriculum de¬ 
sign and pastoral matters and we have 
now set up an email group to keep 
parents informed about develop¬ 


ments. 

“It was heartening to hear so many 
encouraging remarks from parents 
with many acknowledging what a re¬ 
markable opportunity this investment 
in their children’s education pres¬ 
ents.” 

The new academy will cater for four 
to 19 year old students, giving over¬ 
lbs the option to continue their edu¬ 
cation on the island for the first time.

Questions raised at the other schools 
included parents seeking assurances 
that Portland children would be given 
priority should the school be oversub¬ 
scribed and that the academy would 
cater for students with special educa¬ 
tional needs, both of which were con¬ 
firmed.

TITANIC 


"The time for 
thinkers has come" 


The 2 nd officer on the 
RMS Titanic was a 
Christian Scientist. 

An account of his suvival was 
published in the Christian 
Science Journal in 1912 and 
is reprinted with permission

IT is difficult to tell of the experience which follows, but the student of Christian Science will readily see in that acceptance of the truth made the overcoming of fear possible, even 
as in the case of the disease, and that divine Principle is to be relied upon at all times. 

While the Titanic was sinking, and during the whole time I was working at the boats, I held to the truth, thereby eliminating all fear. I do no pretend that any man can go down on 
a ship a midnight in the mid-Atlantic, and succeed in eliminating fear, without hard work. It was hard work, and yet the very conditions which existed on the port side were in 
themselves a demonstration of the workings of Truth, for not the slightest hitch occurred, and all boats were got away, the last one, which was a flat-bottomed collapsible, floating 
off the deck. 

I now resumed my work at the boats, finally calling for men to follow me up on top of the officers' quarters to cut adrift the last boat, which was stowed there. This boat we had 
not time even to open up, so just hove her down to the deck from which we had launched the others. As I saw her slide over the edge of the quarters I turned and ran across the deck 
to the other side of the ship to see of anything further could be done. Looking down I could see that all material work was finished, so from where I was on top of the quarters and 
above the bridge, I faced forward and walked into the water. The sudden immersion in this penetratingly cold water for a few seconds overcame all thought, and I struck out blindly 
for the crow's-nest, which is on the foremast and was at that time just above the water. In a couple of seconds I realized that the crow's-nest and all other material help was of the 
same value, and almost immediately I found myself drawn with great force against the grating covering the mouth of the forward blower, a huge ventilator leading down to the 
forward stoke build. In this position I went below the surface with the ship. 

I want to emphasize strongly this point, that as soon as I collected my thoughts after taking to the water, I remember saying to myself. "Now, I'll see how much I have learned from 
Christian Science." A doubt never entered my mind as to the possibility of my surviving; in other words, of the ability of the divine power to save me I think I can conscientiously 
say that with this thought all the fear left me, and I commenced again to realize the truth of being. It was at this moment that I was drawn into the water, still realizing the truth, and 
while I was below the surface these words from the 91st Psalm came to me so distinctly that I seemed to realize their full import: "He shall give his angels charge over thee." 
Immediately, I think, I was thrown away from the blower, and came up to find a piece of wood in my hand which seemed to be attached to the top of the funnel by a wire. I remained 
still, while the water rushed past me carrying the people with it away from me. A second time I went down, still holding fast to the truth, and again came to the surface. My piece of 
wood was gone, but alongside me was the flat-bottomed collapsible boat which I had, thrown down on the other side of the ship. This I laid hold of, but made no attempt to board it. 

I want it to be understood that during this time in the water the fact came calmly and clearly that there was a divine power which could be utilized in a practical manner, and also 
it seemed perfectly natural to rely on the power with the spiritual understanding which is so often spoken of in the Bible, and which is explained in "Science and Health with Key 
to the Scriptures" by Mrs. Eddy. Now, with the sinking of a great ship like the Titanic, there was also he fear of suction to overcome, and at this time the forward funnel fell, throwing 
the boat, myself and other survivors about twenty feet clear of the ship, so that of suction we felt nothing. 

About thirty of us floated the remainder of the night on the upturned boat, and I could not overcome the intense cold experience, yet when a man handed me a bottle of something 
that smelt somewhat like essence of peppermint, the thought of material means was nothing short of repulsive, and needless to say, it was not taken. At daybreak we found two 
life-boats floating near by, into which we were taken. I was the last member of the Titanic to board the Carpathia, and after interviewing her captain, discarded my wet clothes in 
favor of a bunk, in which I remained for about half an hour, and was not in bunk or bed again until we arrived in New York. Reaction or effects from the immersion - which I was 
confidently assured would take place - there were none; and though surprise has been expressed by very may, it only goes to prove that "with God all things are possible."

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Clinics to move to Dorchester 

SPECIALIST clinics in Bridport, Portland, Sherborne 
and Blandford may be moved to the County Hospital 
in Dorchester. 

Dorset Health Scrutiny Committee members have 
backed the move - despite concern that it could lead 
to problems for some people living in rural areas. 

The changes were proposed after a review of serv¬ 
ices provided by the Dorset County Hospital NHS 
Trust. Most clinics will continue at their current loca¬ 
tions for the time being, but some will only continue 
on a reduced basis. 

Services at Blandford and Bridport, including the or- 
thoptist services and nurse-led irritable bowel clinics, 
will be moved to Dorchester if they cannot be re¬ 
commissioned locally. 

Bridport councillor and committee chairman 
Ronald Coastsworth said the changes were necessary 
to make the best use of NHS resources. 

"The total number of people affected is quite small, 
although we do understand the problems of travel 
some residents will face. I hope the work being un¬ 
dertaken with the various community transport 
groups will help to address that situation." 

More rain is needed for wildlife 

DESPITE flooded roads and streams, which only a 
short time ago were running dry, environmental cam¬ 
paigners say the recent rainfall is still not enough. 

"The rain we have had over the last week doesn't 
change the drought situation for wildlife, because it 
takes more than a week or so of heavy showers to re¬ 
fill the natural underground water stores or'aquifers' 
in the chalk that feed our rivers," said Dorset Wildlife 
Trust spokesperson, Nicky Hoare on Monday. 

"Our message is still - please use less water, saving 
water saves wildlife." 

Nicky said that although the rainfall is welcome, for 
wildlife, farmers and gardeners, it does come after 
two very dry years. 

At the weekend many roads in the county were 
flooded, including large sections of the main road be¬ 
tween Dorchester and Wool and a section of the A37 
under the rail bridge near Grimstone. 

Several areas say roads become muddy with the 
heavy rain washing soil from fields.

police to reduce crime as 
well as the financial ef¬ 
fects on their business.” 

Said Dorchester Neigh¬ 
bourhood Inspector, Les 
Fry: “We want to help peo¬ 
ple to make it harder for 
criminals to commit crime 
by taking appropriate 
crime prevention steps. 

“We are also working 
closely with Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service to en¬ 
sure we have up to date in¬ 
formation about rural 
premises and 

properties which will help 
us to prevent fire and arson 
in these areas, and that 
should the need arise, fire 
crews have sufficient in¬ 
formation about a location 
to promptly tackle fires. “

Creating that heavenly hallway for your home Asplins 


UNLESS your front door 
opens directly onto your 
living area or another 
room you can and should 
make something of the 
entrance to your home. A 
well-presented hallway 
gives a visitor their first 
impression, welcomes 
you home every time 
you've been out, and can 
even help to sell a prop¬ 
erty. 

Make an impact 

As the one area that 
people pass through 
rather than spend time in, 
the hallway is the perfect 
place to give visitors a 
glimpse into your person¬ 
ality. Use the hall as 
somewhere to set the 
tone for the rest of your 
house. Display photo¬ 
graphs, paintings, a 
favourite rug and any¬ 
thing else that represents 
you and your family. 

The hallway also offers 
an opportunity for colour, 


particularly as white can 
often be stark and un¬ 
inviting. Colour can be in¬ 
troduced via wallpaper, 
fabric (such as curtains, a 
rug or table linen on a 
console), a painting or a 
plant. 

Patterned wallpaper 
works particularly well in 
a long, narrow hallway or 
stairwell as it draws the 
eye away from the length 
and creates the illusion of 
width. Not only will it add 
drama, but you also won't 
have to worry about it 
clashing with sofas. 

Pay attention to detail 

If possible, try to think 
of the hallway as a room 
in its own right. As such, 
treat it with the same 
care and attention to de¬ 
tail as you would any 
other room. If there's 
space, put a chair or a 
small table there. 

It is also an area prone 
to wear and tear - keep 


skirting boards painted 
and keep your walls clean 
of mucky hand prints on 
the walls. 

Halls also tend to be 
rich in wall space. Take 
advantage of this to dis¬ 
play photographs, prints 
and paintings, or hang a 
large mirror to give the il¬ 
lusion of space. 

Also, think classic. 
Touches such as an um¬ 
brella stand or that 20th 
century hall accessory, 
the "gossip" bench (a seat 
and table in one, de¬ 
signed with comfortably 
using the telephone in 
mind) will help to give 
your hall a sense of pur¬ 
pose. 

Keep it light 

Wall-lights work very 
well in a hallway. Use tall 
candle-stick stems with 
your own choice of lamp¬ 
shade (modern or tradi¬ 
tional) for a stylish look. 
Mirrors will also help

If your hallway has a 
window, and if space al¬ 
lows, make a feature of 
this by placing a chair or 
table underneath.

halls and lobbies now that 
you will definitely find 
something to suit your 
needs. Choose from free¬ 
standing coat-racks, fixed 
individual or a rail of 
hooks, a shoe rack or high 
level shelving for hats and 
bags. 

• If doors to other rooms 
lead off from the hallway, 
think carefully about the 
colour scheme to ensure 
that the eye is easily 
drawn from one space to 
the next. One way of 
seamlessly linking rooms 
is to keep the wall colours 
similar, while having dif¬ 
ferent floor coverings to 
divide the rooms. For ex¬ 
ample, tiles or wooden 
flooring in the hall and 
carpet in the adjoining 
room.

Any spare change, sir? 


NEW research released today 
shows that motorists are ill-pre¬ 
pared for a puncture, with an 
astonishing 1.3 million (4%) 
drivers admitting they don't 
even know whether they have 
a spare wheel or not. 

The study, carried out for 
Kwik Fit, the UK's largest auto¬ 
motive repair company, found 
that a million (3%) motorists 
confess to not having any pro¬ 
vision whatsoever for a flat tyre. 
With an estimated 8.8 million 
(26%) drivers suffering a punc¬ 


ture each year, this could lead 
to a quarter of a million cars 
being stranded at the roadside 
in the next 12 months. 

And it's not just the rubber 
that's missing in some cars - 
10% (2.9 million) of drivers who 
do carry a spare say they don't 
have the necessary tools in 
their car to change it over 
should a tyre blow. 36% (11.6 
million) have the tools but 
admit they don't know how to 
use them when it comes to 
swapping over a wheel. 6% 


(1.8 million) are short on both 
fronts and have neither the 
equipment nor knowledge to 
get a new wheel on. 

There also seems to be con¬ 
fusion as a result of car man¬ 
ufacturers no longer offering 
full size spares as standard on 
some vehicles. One in ten 
motorists (3.3 million) who 
have a spare don't know 
whether it's a full-size spare 
or a low-speed space-saver, 
which could prove hazardous 
if a blowout happens on a 
long motorway journey. 

Some manufacturers offer 
neither a full size spare or a 
space saver, instead provid¬ 
ing drivers with a puncture 
repair kit. Over 4 million driv¬ 
ers (11%) have a puncture re¬ 
pair kit but the vast majority 
of them (3 million) don't rely 
on the kit alone and also carry 
a spare, ensuring they are 
prepared for a double punc¬ 
ture. 

Roger Griggs, communica¬ 
tions director at Kwik Fit, said: 
"The recent trend amongst 
car manufacturers to offer 
space-saver spares or punc¬ 
ture repair kits instead of full- 
size spare tyres could be the 
cause of this confusion 
amongst motorists. It's is wor¬ 


rying how many drivers don't 
know what provision they 
have for a puncture, but it's 
even more of a concern to 
see how many have ab¬ 
solutely nothing in their car 
to deal with a deflated tyre. 

"For those who have re¬ 
cently bought a second hand 
car it's also important that 
they assess the condition of 
the spare - there could be 
damage that isn't obvious at 
a glance, and if it hasn't been 
checked in a while it's likely to 
be underinflated. 

"There are clearly gaps in 
knowledge around how to 
change a tyre, and indeed 
many cars are missing tools, 
which means even if a spare 
is carried some motorists will 
struggle to swap it over. 
Changing a wheel is a skill 
that all drivers should have, 
and if anyone isn't confident 
enough to do so they can 
visit their local Kwik Fit centre 
and the team will happily 
walk them through it." 

Kwik Fit is currently offering 
25% off the price of all tyres in 
its centres, so there's never 
been a better time for drivers 
to get their tyres checked or 
changed, and of course, not 
forgetting the spare.

Magpies finish with a flourish - But dismal end for Terras

DESPITE being held to a draw in 
their final game of the season, 
DorchesterTown will be pleased 
that they gave a spirited per¬ 
formance in front of a sizeable 
home crowd to round off what 
has been a stressful season.
